The verdict was given after five of 
the twenty witnesses called had testi­ 
fied. It specifically accused Mrs. Lind­ 
loff of poisoning her son with arsenic 
to collect more than $2,500 in insur­ 
ance on his life. 
Police Captain B arr brought the in­ 
surance policies to the inquest. 
All 
made Mrs. Lindloff the 
beneficiary. 
The earlier ones were taken out on 
the life 7f A rthur 
Graunke, 
which 
was A rthur Lindloff’s 
nam© 
before 
his m other married William Lindloff. 
One for $1,000 was taken out about 
two months before the boy died, June 
13. 
On concluding his testimony, Copt. 
Baer said he wished to give only 
enough evidence to make sure the 
jury would hold Mrs. Lindloff. 
He 
indicated he had more im portant evi­ 
dence he could reveal if necessary. 
Dr. A. S. W arner, who 
was 
the 
Lindliff family physician, testified he 
now regarded the deaths of William 
Lindloff, Arthur's stepfather, and of 
Alma Lindloff, Arthur's sister, as sus­ 
picious, although he had signed their 
death certificates in the belief that 
their deaths were due to no one’s 
fault. 
The police suspect Mrs. Lindloff of 
responsibility for six deaths. She sat 
calmly through the inquest and did 
not betray emotion when the fact she 
had collected $7,000 in insurance on 
the deaths of various members of her 
family was brought out.
